Used Car Sales Up Sharply as Industry’s Campaign Progresses; 
Week’s Production Rises to 56,557 Units; GM’s Retail Sales Hit 
62,831 in February; Detroit’s February Car Sales Up 5% Over Jan. 


Indications that the industry’s first co- 
operative effort to break the used car 
Used Car jam and stimulate buying of both new 
Sales Sharply and used cars through the National Used 

Car Exchange Week will exceed expecta- 
tions are contained in the preliminary reports of first 
day’s operations. In spite of the inclement weather in 
some leading markets when the drive opened last Satur- 
day, marked increases were reported by dealers in all 
lines, with clean deals accounting for a heavy percentage 
of the total. 

This latter trend surpassed even the most optimistic 
hopes and forecasts an even greater reduction in stocks 
in dealers’ hands than had been anticipated. 

Ford, which kept a close check on dealerships through- 
out the country, reported approximately 10,000 used car 
sales on Saturday as against an average of 3,400 a day 
for the preceding 10-day period. Chevrolet, after check- 
ing the returns for the opening day, estimated that its 
used car sales during the current week would double 
normal operation. March is expected to run 40,000 units 
above the 116,925 sold in February, bringing the March 
total to 158,000 units. 

Chevrolet’s February used car total, on the other hand, 
was 1,367 units above the 115,558 total in February a year 
ago. Stocks during February were reduced 7,813 units. 
Chevrolet during the past 36 consecutive months has sold

better than 100,000 used units monthly and reached a 
total of 5,230,108 for that period. 

Similar gains in used car sales during the drive are re- 
ported by Dodge, Buick and Nash, although actual figures 
had not been compiled late Tuesday. Buick’s used car 
sales in the last 10 days of February, however, were 8,556 
compared with 8,304 in the previous 10-day period, bring- 
ing the month’s total to 24,993 units as against 22,147 
in February last year. 

Most encouraging is the fact that Ford dealers in- 
creased their capital by $1,450,000 in the one day, this 
figure representing the clean deals in the aggregate total 
of $2,500,000 worth of used cars sold on Saturday. The 
$2,500,000 gross sales contrasts with an average of $788,000 
gross sales daily during the previous 10-day period. 


Ford statistics, obtained through daily form cards dis- 
tributed among dealers, also show that the company’s 
outlets are disposing of higher-priced used cars. The 
average price obtained during the previous 10 days was 
$232 while Saturday’s average price was $250. 


Based on cheering reports from Na- 
tional Used Car Exchange Week, plus 
increased activity in the new car sales 
field, U.S. and Canada production of cars 
and trucks will rise to 56,557 units the

corresponding week of 1937. 

While complete results of the used car drive will not 
be available until next week, several car makers have 
bumped operations this week, partly because of early re- 
ports on the drive and partly due to somewhat heavy 


accumulations of new car orders as the anticipated spring | 


upturn gets under way. Other plants are deferring speed- 
ed operations until more detailed reports are available 
on the current used car drive, with likelihood that an 
appreciable upturn in production will be forthcoming 
in the near future. 

Noticeable production gains are reported this week in 
Chrysler and General Motors divisions. Chrysler, which 
has rearranged working schedules, has bumped opera- 
tions generally to an average four days, while Pontiac 
has upped its rate from two to four days in its home 
plant., according to ADN figures. 

For the week, Chrysler divisions expect around 13,500 
units, compared with a revised total of 10,800 units last 
week and only 4,300 vehicles last year when sitdown 
strikes began. Of this total, Plymouth expects about 
5,800 jobs, Dodge around 5,000, Chrysler approximately 
1,600 and De Soto around 1,100. 

General Motors divisions plan 23,064 units currently, 
as against 21,927 last week and 49,490 last year. Chevrolet, 
on an average three days, should get about 16,000 jobs; 
Buick has 3,314 units carded; Pontiac expects 1,600; Olds- 
mobile 1,550, and Cadillac-LaSalle projects about 600. 

With retail sales showing continued gains over a year 
ago, Buick has set a daily schedule of 800 cars daily for 
March, with the month’s goal set at 16,000 units com- 
pared with 11,800 cars turned out in February. President 
Harlow H. Curtice said the increased schedules will in- 
volve increased hours for about 12,300 workers, heretofore 
on a 24-hour week. 

Ford, still on breather, is up slightly to a projected 
10,500, while Lincoln and Lincoln Zephyr, back in full 
tilt after a week’s rest, should produce about 575 units, 
ADN estimates. 

The independents continue to maintain previous sched- 
ules, with Packard’s planned 1,200 units again out in 
front. Studebaker follows with 1,148, Hudson with 800, 
Nash with 720. The miscellaneous group should again 
account for about 5,000 units during the week, ADN 
estimates. —

The GM report pointed out that the 1937 figures do not 
reflect consumer demand, because of a shortage of cars 
due to the sitdown strikes last year. 

+ . . 

Indicative of a strengthening of the 
passenger car market during Febru- 
ary, figures released Monday show an 
increase of more than 5 per cent in 
new car registrations in Wayne county 
(Detroit) during the past month. Sales in the county, 
where employment is considerably under the same period 
a year ago, totaled 2,642 units, against 2,514 units during 
January. Commercial car sales during the month reached 
286 units, as compared with 383 in January. 


Both car and truck sales, however, remained far below 
the marks reached in February, 1937, when new car reg- 
istrations hit 7,510 units, and commercial car titles rose 
to 663. 

During February, Ford was the leader with 980 regis- 
trations against 1,047 in January and 3,454 in February 
a year ago. Chevrolet was in second place with 437 
against 358 and 530 respectively and Buick was third 
with 225 against 216 and 162 respectively.
